Eisenhower,  Adenauer 
Discuss  Allied  Plans 

WASHINGTON,  March  15 — (UPI) — President  Eisenhow- 
er and  West  German  Chancellor  Konrad  Adenauer*meet  to- 
day to  discuss  the  allied  stand  on  Berlin  and  strategy  for  the 
East-West  summit  meeting  in  May. 

The  President  scheduled  a morning  conference  with  Ad- 
enauer, who  arrived  last  night  from  Princeton  University  where 
he  received  an  honorary  degree.  He  also  was  invited  to  a White 
House  stag  lunch. 


ADENAUER  told  his  Prince- 
ton audience  that  while  the 
West  seeks  a solution  to  global 
differences  it  should  not  be  im- 
pressed by  Soviet  Premier  Nik- 
ita Khrushchev’s  gestures  of 
strength  and  “even  less  by  his 
threats.” 

What  is  at  stake  in  the  Ger- 
man question  is  the  freedom  of 
2,500,000  Berliners,  he  said.  But 
what  is  at  stake  in  the  overall 
German  picture  “is  the  defense 
of  freedom  everywhere.” 

ADENAUER,  en  route  to  Ja- 
pan to  make  a state  visit,  was  re- 
ported anxious  to  caution  Eisen- 
hower against  any  retreat  on 
West  Berlin  that  could  be  inter- 
preted as  a surrender  to  the  Rus- 
sians. 

The  President  generally  has 
seen  eye-to-eye  with  the  84-year 
old  chancellor  on  the  German  is- 
sue and  was  believed  ready  to 
reassure  him  that  no  one-sided 
consessions  would  be  made  to 
Russia. 

EISENHOWER  has  pledged 
that  the  United  States  will  take 
no  stand  on  Berlin  against  the 
wishes  of  the  West  German  peo- 
ple. In  that  light,  Adenauer’s 
views  take  an  extra  importance 
in  formation  of  U.  S.  policy. 

Adenauer  has  opposed  a pro- 
posal that  the  mid-May  summit 
conference  begin  where  last 
summer’s  foreign  ministers’  ses- 
sion left  off — with  Western  of- 
fers to  limit  military  forces  in 
Berlin  in  return  for  free  Western 
access  to  the  city  and  curbs  on 
propaganda.  The  Russians  re- 
jected the  proposals.

An  addition  of  $25,000  has 
been  presented  to  the  Edwin 
Smith  Hinckley  scholarship  fund 
at  Brigham  Young  University  by 
the  Edward  J.  Noble  Foundation, 
it  was  announced  today  by  Pres- 
ident Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

THE  GIFT  was  presented  to 
President  Wilkinson  by  a Hinck- 
ley family  committee  consisting 
of  Robert  H.  Hinckley  and  Fred- 
erick R.  Hinckley. 

The  Edwin  Smith  Hinckley 
scholarship  fund  was  establish- 
ed by  an  original  $25,000  gift 
from  the  Hinckley  family  in 
July  1954  in  memory  of  the  Utah 
educator  and  his  wife. 

EDWARD  J.  NOBLE,  founder 
of  the  Life  Savers  Corp.,  and 
the  American  Broadcasting  Co., 
gave  another  $25,000  to  the 
fund  two  years  ago.  Since  his 
death,  a foundation  has  been  es- 
tablished for  philanthropic  pur- 
poses. 

The  first  gift  from  Mr.  Noble 
was  made  at  the  request  of  Rob- 
ert H.  Hinckley,  who  was  vice 
president  of  the  American 
Broadcasting  Company.  Robert 
Hinckley  is  now  trustee  of  the 
Edward  John  Noble  Foundation.
